TREATMENT OF FLAGOL CASES 
i oe ;

6. It was, J think, your proposal that one 
should begin .with an initial dosage of 144 
grains in 24 hours, but rapidly diminish the 
quantity gives. I determined, however, to 
push the remedy to the utmost, and, while wat- 
ching carefully against ‘any appearances . of 
poisoning, to give the drug in full doses so long 
as plague bacilli were present in the blood. | 
accordingly gave 144 grains: of carbolic ‘acid 
daily, divided into two-hourly doses ¢ {12 grains 
cach, and administered, as two years ago, ina 
mixture flavoured with syrup of orange and 
chloroform water, in some cases over long 
periods.

RUMOURS OF ANNULMENT. 


A Seoul dispatch to the Asafé states that the 
Russian Minister in Seoul was dissatisfied with 
the substance of the agreement made by Cho 
Sei-Kyo in regard to the lease of land at Yong- 
um-pho, He is said ‘to have expressed his 
desire to the Foreign Office that the agreement 
should be amended. . On the 18th instant Cho 
Sci-Kyo had an interview with Mr, Ginsberg, 
representative of the Russian Timber Company, 
and arranged ta annul the agreement. Cho 
Sei-Kyo also npplied to the Russian Minister 
for his sanction of the annulment, and the fact 
that such application had been made was com- 
municated to the Japanese Minister by: Cho 
Sei-Kyo, : : 

A latertelegrain states that the annulment of 
the lease contract is not‘ yet officially agreed 
upon, As the. Russian Minister desires to 
amend it, the matter will become a subject of 
negotiation in the near future. 

Another dispatch says that in an interview 
with Mr Kudo, a leader of the Tairo Doshi Kai, 
Count Kaisura, the Premier, slated that he had 
taken immediate action in regard to the Rus- 
si ‘demand for the lease of Innd at Yong-am- 
pho. He was prepared to give every considera- 
tion and attention to the advice of the Associa- 
tion, and was resolved todo his utmost to’ 
oppose the lease. 

The Asahi received a Tokyo dispatch 
stating that news had reached the Foreign 
Office that on the 18th instant Cho Sei- 
Kyo, Korean Forest Jnspector, intimated to 
the Japanese Minister that he had annulled the 
lease contract which he had signed with the 
representative of the Russian Timber Company. 
Vi Da-chai, Korean Foreign Minister, also re. 
plied to the Japanese Minister, acknawledging 
his Note of warning, but pointing out that the 
lease contract had not yet bec n officially signed. 

A Seouldispatchtothesamejournal states that 

the Korean Minister for Foreign Affairs replied - 
on the 19th instant toa Note of warning ad- 
dressed to him by the Japanese Minister, The 
Note of warning was to the effect that if the 
lease “Contract was ratified, the Japanese 
Government would take any action deemed 
necessary for the pratection of Japanese rights, 
and interests in Korea. ‘The reply ‘notified that 
the contract agreed upon between Cho Sci-Kyo 
and the Russians was only provisional, Some 
amendments were to be made between the 
Korean authorities and the Russian Minister, 
and it was deemed too hasty a conclusion ta 
take it that the agrcement meant the grant of a 
settlement for the exclusive use ‘of Russia, 
The «Korean Minister. for Foreign Affairs 
thanked the Japangse Minister for his kind 
warning, but assured him that there was no 
necessity to show any great concern about the 
matter. . :
